Applicant's submission filed on March 4, 2008 in response to Office Action dated 
November 5, 2007 has been entered. Claims 1, 3-5, 7-10 are pending in this 
application. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding independent claims 1 and 10, the prior art of record does not teach 

the specific limitation of recognizing that "the robot is called" where calling the robot 
disclosed in the specification is calling the robot by its name that is registered in the 
robot and the robot recognizes the name from the voice received through its 
microphone, and also the limitation of moving the robot to the location, in the direction of 
a door when the direction detected from the voice received through microphone is 
assumed to be in the direction of the door and, "according to the user location 
provided for each time zone".
